Another Troublesome Weed Threatens 


American Farmers. 


WA.SHIXOTOS, July 15. — American 


farmers may be confionted with the 
danger of another troublesome weed 
somewhat similar to the noted Russian 
thistle in its destructive extent unless 
immediate steps are taken to check the 
further progress of tumbling mustard. 
Tumbling mustard has become very ob- 
noxious as a weed in the Canadian 
northwest provinces during the past 
five years, and recently has been re- 
ported from nine dinerent localities ju 
the United States. lis record in Canada 
and the rapidity with which it has 
already spread here has actuated the 
agricultural di-p.otmeist to I'jSue a 
special warning for prompt action. S« 
far the 'weed has been confiueu to a 
small area in this country. It is usual- 
ly introduced in baled hay. poorly 
cleaned seed, stock cars or sweepings 
from grain cars.

WASHINGTON, July 15.—The reports 


that have come across the Pacific rela- 
tive to the results of a trial of cpeed 
made by the United States ciuiser 
Olympia are fully borne out by the 
facts as disclosed in the official state- 
ments of the admiral of the station, to 
the navy department.

Xatestrtoviee For Fire Protection Invented

The "water curtain" is the latest de-

There is a man bora now and then 


e. ith a sort of h=n»orc=s silver spoon in 
his zacuth. Uninterrupted good fortune 
as * humorist smiles on him through 
life, and «bM. too, with no seeming 
effort of his own. He somehow acquires 
an early reputation for saying or doing 
funny things, which, oaoe gained, noth- 
ing can take away. All'the joke* in his 
line of his generation, and often some 
of earlier and later generations, are 
credited to him, and nobody cares to 
dispute tbe honor. Collectors of jokes 
are ready to accept Joe Miller as Joe 
Miller, but no literary scholar believes 
that he originated all the jests in bis 
alleged book. Anybody can think for 
himself of two or three similar examples 
in the present half century, and, even 
so, it is not likely that John Stetson 
ever really said all or half the amusing 
things that were attributed to him. 
They were good stories, some of them, 
and they -were told of Stetson, just as 
the story of fiddling while Rome burned 
•was told of Nero, not because they were 
true, but to show wbat kind of man 
Stetson -was. 


The stories -which it was thought 


proper to fix upon John Stetson •were 
those which exhibited any broad, com- 
prehensive and picturesqr.6 ignorance. 
He was an ignorant man no doubt—ig- 
norant enough, perhaps, to say all the 
things that it was ever said that he 
said, but the chances are that he did 
not say them all. But the stories are 
none the worse for that Years ago 
Sophocles' "CEdipus Tyrannus" was 
played by the students of Harvard col- 
lege and excited great comment through- 
out the country. It w&d discussed one 
evening at a dinner at which Stetson 
was present, and he cheered the com- 
pany by announcing that he had con- 
tracted with Sophocles for the writing 
of a new play to be produced by him 
the following season. 


This story belongs in the same class 


as a somewhat more elaborate one.

Sometimes Mr. Stetson's expressions 


It will be re- 
membered that when Gilbert and Snlli- 
van's "The Gondoliers" was first done 
in this country at the New Park theater, 
now tho Herald Square, it was a. dread- 
ful failure.

Statutiei of Production In the United 


State* For 18»3. 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—The total pro- 


duction of crude petroleum in the 
United States in JS9.1 was 52,9£{,5:2b 
barrels, valued at $57,691,2?a, against 
49,"14,ol*i barrels in the previous year, 
valued »t $^5,S22,OS)5. These statistics 
are compiled for the geological survey 
by Expert Joseph D. Weeks. All im- 
portant producing districts shared in 
the increase except West Virginia and 
New York, which showed slight de- 
reases. 
Since the beginning of operations in 
Titusville, Pa., iii IKiO the enormou? 
total of 709,713,403 barrels of crude pe- 
troluem have been produced in the 
country, of which 51fi,t>o7.2(>0 barrels 
represent the product of the Pennsyl- 
vania and New York oil fields. The 
stocks in the Appalachian oil field at 
the close of last" year were 5,344,784 
barrels, a decrease from 0,499,880, the 
stock on hand at the close of the pre- 
ceding year. 
The features of the year 


were the stock decrease, the increase of 
production in Ohio, Indiana and Cali- 
fornia, rise in prices and extension 
southward of the" profitable producing 
districts in the Appalachian range,

Log- 
ging teamsters in the woods yell and 
swear at tbeir horses in voices audible 
a mile a\< ay, but deer lie in tbeir beds 
comfortably less than, half a mile dis- 
tant. Bears do not usually monkey 
around in the vicinity of men, except 
during berry time, when they are some- 
limes on one side of the bushes while 
human berry pickers are on the other.

robins. They will often come very close

Animal Warfare. 


The conditions of the life of the mon- 


keys in Africa are sufficiently curious 
without reference to their acquired 
habits, though these are undoubtedly 
due to the dangers to which tiie nature 
of the country in which they live ex- 
poses them. The different species of bab- 
oons, which are found commouly over 
the whole African continent, are all by 
nature dwellers in the open country. 
They find their food on the ground, 
and whether this be insects or vegeta- 
bles it is usually in places which afford 
little shelter or protection. Though 
strong and well armed with teeth, they 
are slow animals, with little of the 
usual monkey agility when on the 
ground and not particularly active even 
when climbing amniit; rcck«. 


In a rocky "kopjes' of the sputh, or 


the cliffs and river sides of Abyssinia, 
and the Kile tributaries, they are ?afe 
enough. But they often abandon these 
entirely to invade the low country. Dur- 
ing the Abyssinian expedition conducted 
by Lord Kapier of Magdala they regu- 
larly camped near our cantonments on 
the coast and stole the grain en which 
the cavalry horses and transport animals 
were fed. When on expeditions of this 
kind, they often leave their stronghold 
for days together, and the means of 
joint defense from enemies in the open 
country are then carefully organized. 
Their natural enemies when thus ex- 
posed are the leopard, the lion, and in 
South Africa the Cape wild dogs. To 
the attack of the leopard they oppose 
numbers and discipline.—London Spec- 
tator.

The tariff duty on easi iron pipe is 


$53.44 per ton. If oar manufacturers 
can undersell the Belgians and Eng- 
lish in Central America, thej can 
undersell the same foreign manufac- 
turers in the United States without 
the protection of any duty whatever.

Hereditary Dueuea. 


At last, after fighting off the sub- 


ject for many years, the scientist 
has been forced to the conclusion 
that many diseases that appear to 
be so are by no means hereditary. 
They have found that- tlie tendency 
to » disease may be transmitted, but 
in maladies like tuberculosis there 
is 110 good reason to believe that the 
:erms are implanted in the child's 
system by the parent. 
It has been 


shown that germs born with the 
child will either develop into true 
tubeiculosis or will be destroyed by 
tho health giving forces of the sys- 
tem. Much stress has been laid upon 
the fact that whole families die of 
consumption almost immediately 
upon reaching their majority. It 
is said, of course, that this disease 
must be hereditary, but this is or.ly 
a superficial view of the case. It can 
easily be shown that environment 
has much to do with this apparent 
heredity. 


As just stated, the conditions and 


tendencies are hereditary. 
If tho 


parent- has tuberculosis, all the chil- 
dren ought, according to naturally 
accepted rmticiifa, to fail victims to 
thi? dread disease. But we fre- 
quently see cases in which one or 
more children may die before reach- 
ing maturity while others never 
show any symptoms whatever ol 
tuberculous conditions. This proves 
that the germs may have been very 
active in the one case and lacking in 
tho other. Be that as it may, it is 
high time that the hereditary scare 
should bo done away with, i;nd that 
people with weak minds and weaker 
lungs and throats should spciid 
much of their time in warm weather 
in riding, driving, long walks and 
boating, although tho latter is not 
considered so healthful as the wheel 
or other forms of oxercise that take 


ic uj>oii hii^iiOr ground nijd out of 


reach of possible malarial districts.
